WASHINGTON, June 29 (AP) 
President Eisenhower and 
Prime Minister Churchill called 
today for “general and drastic 
reduction” of world armaments 
“under effective safeguards.” 

In a six-point statement of 
principles they also asserted 
their determination to try to 
bring about conditions in the 
world in which the “prodigious” 
forces of atomic energy “‘can be 
used to enrich and not to des- 
troy mankind.” 

At the same time they. held 
out to all nations, including 
Communist nations, “the hand 
of friendship,” on the condition 
that by “solemn pledge and con- 
firming deeds (these nations) 
show themselves desirious of 
participating in a just and fair 
peace.” 

‘Goodbye and Good Luck.’ 

The statement was released by 
the White House an hour after 
Mr. Eisenhower and Sir Winston 
concluded their last meeting in 
the President’s office and said 
goodbye on the south lawn of 


the ite House. 

The two men shook hands 
armly. 

“Goodbye and good luck.“ 
Churchill said. — 
“The same to you,” replied 
the President. And to Christo- 
pher Soames, son-in-law . of 
Churchill, Mr. Eisenhower said: 


“Good luck. Bring him back 
again, will you?”

“That is of momentous im- 
portance,” Churchill told a 
crowd at the airport. 

“IT am sure,“ he said, “that if 
we Hold together, with all those 
who come to help us from every 
land and clime then we shall be 
able not only to save ourselves 

but also to preserve the cause 
of freedom in the world.” 

In five days of talks here, the 
Prime Minister and the Presi- 
dent overcame some British- 
American differences . but -left 
many issues unsettled. 

Statement of Aims. 

Here are six points of the 
principles set out in their state-

WASHINGTON, June 29 (UP) 
—The House Foreign Affairs 
Committee recommended today 
that no foreign aid funds be 
used to support the British-pro- 
posed “Locarno” non-aggression 
pact for southeast Asia or any 
other treaty which would main- 


tain Communist rule in any 
Asiatic country. 

The committee voted to put 
the recommendation into Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s $3,470,608,000 
foreign aid bill when it is 
brought up on the House floor 
later today. It would state “the 
sense of Congress” that the 
funds be barred btu leave the 
actual decision up to the Admin- 
istration. 

The mov eis aimed at the 
Southeast-Asia non - aggression 
pact proposed last week by Brit- 
ish Foreign Minister Anthony 
Eden. 

The United States has been 
cold to Eden’s proposal from ir 
start. No mention of it was ma 
in yesterday’s joint statement by 
President Eisenhower and Sir 
Winston Churchill on their talks 
aimed at settling United States- 
British Far East differences. 
The committee amendment ap- 


marked in the bill for Indo- 
china: These amount to about 
$1,300,000,000. 

The amendment recommends 
barring use of the money on 
behalf of governments which are 
conimitted by treaty to maintain 
Communist rule over any de- 
fined territory of Asia.” a 


Representative Vorys (Rep.), 
Ohio, sponsor of the move, said 
it was adopted by a very sub- 
stantial” vote in the committee. 
He said it is aimed at making 
clear that the United States is 
“buying no part of any Locarno- 
type agreement for Southeast 
Asia.”

GUATEMALA CITY, June 29 
(AP)—A new military junta—~ 
the third in as many days—ase 
sumed power in Guatemala to- 
day and began immediately ne- 
gotiations for a cease-fire with 
anti-Communist insurgents. 

Col. Elfego Monzon, a strong 
anti-Communist, headed the new 
junta.

Unionism and Prosperity 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


It is to be hoped that anti-union 
propaganda and the shortcomings of 
some labor leaders are not allowed to 
‘obscure the fact that effective labor 
organizations are essential if the 
American economy is to be kept in 
balance. 


Many economists insist that labor 
unions, by bringing about a more 
equable distribution of wealth and 
thereby making possible ever higher 
standards of living, have been a dom- 
inant factor in. preventing the col- 
lapse of capitalism, which Commu- 
nists long have predicted. Certainly 
union activities benefit every seg- 
ment of the economy. 


Labor leaders are human and there 
are some bad ones; but there are 
thousands of national and local un- 
ions and the percentage of bad lead- 
ers is very low. Corruption is not 
confined to any class. 


A great deal has been said about 
dictatorial union bosses and their 
exploitation of the membership, and 
though the majority of unions are 
democratic, there are, it is true, some 
dictators and exploiters. 

But before the rise of unions many 
wage-earners were dictator ridden, 
the dictator being the employer, who 
set the wage rates, hours and work- 
ing conditions, and allowed no ap- 
peals. * 

Dictatorial methods are found 
everywhere. Many policies of the 
N.A.M. and national Chamber of 
Commerce have been assailed as rep- 
resenting the views of a few rather 
than the many, and Americans on 
the whole are very tolerant of the 
political machine, though it adds 
to government costs and impairs ef- 
ficiency. 

The American economy needs ef- 
fective labor unions. If the so-called 
right to work acts now, in force in 
18 states and threatefed in many 
others lead to union destruction, as 
proponents hope, all wage-earners 
will lose, none more than those lend- 
ing themselves to the purpose. And 
the entfre economy will stagnate as 
mass purchasing power is curtailed.

Regimes are turning over fast in Guatemala. 
Jacobo Arbenz, who resigned as President, was 
succeeded briefly by his Chief of Staff, Col. 
Diaz, who in turn now is reported to have quit 
and the exact status of the junta is confused. 

This would be a gain for the anti-Communist. 
rebels who have gone into Guatemala from Hon- 
duras save for the first move under Col. Diaz. 
That first move, and a disconcerting one to the 
rebels it is, was the issuance of an order outlaw- 
ing the Communist party. 

If the Communist party fs outlawed in Guate- 
mala then there is little or nothing to have a 
revolution about, that is, little or nothing as of 
the moment. Certainly the movement of the 
rebel troops across the boundary was designed 
to overthrow the Arbenz regime. 

Donald Grant of the Post-Dispatch staff sends 
word from Guatemala City that it is doubtful if 
the collapse of the Arbenz rule will bring peace 
to the disturbed Central American country. 

For any would-be successor to Arbenz has two 
divergent groups to deal with, the peasants who 
were armed by the Communists and the rebel 
forces under Col. Carlos Castillo Armas. Thus, 
to a considerable extent, he is between the devil 
and the deep blue sea. j 

The basic trouble in Guatemala, as in so many 
other places in the world, is the poverty of the 
people. Carleton Beals, who first went to Latin 
America in 1919 as a principal of an American 
high school in Mexico, D.F., tells the story of 
the degradation and illiteracy in the June 23 
issue of The Christian Century. 

Mr. Beals, the author of many books on our 
neighbors to the south, puts the facts grimly: 


Seventy per cent of the people cannot af- 
ford to buy a pair of shoes or even sandals. 
Not many years ago barefoot peasants with 
ropes around their necks were herded by 
the soldiers to work on the coffee, sugar and 
banana plantations. Thus was continued, 
after four centuries, the old Spanish mita, 

the forced-labor roundup. 

The impressed workers were supposedly 
paid a wage of 10 to 15 cents a day, but 
most of this went into the pockets of labor- 
contract sharks who split with the army of- 
ficers. At the end of the six-month compul- 
sory work period, each worker (if not held 
in debt slavery) was given a few quetzales 
—scarcely enough to buy his food on the 
long walk back home. 

If, as often happened, he had been sent to 
work in a less salubrious climate than the 
upland Los Altos region, he came home af- 
flicted with malaria, intestinal infections, 
hookworm or venereal disease. 


Carleton Beals tells how World War II caused 
American money and enterprise to be pumped 
into Guatemala. But under Dictator Jorge Ubico, 
a product of the 1930 depression, improved wage 
scales were frowned on and workers toiled in 
rope squads and in the presence of bayonets. 
Ubico frittered away large sums that were 
turned over to him for Guatemala’s portion of 
the Pan-American highway and, according to Mr. 
Beals, “in 15 years paved no more than 23 miles 
of rural highway.” 

The regime that came into power in 1944 con- 
fronted, so Mr. Beals reports, a worse situation 
than that which exploded into the 1910 revolu- 
tion in Mexico.“ The feudal barons, as he puts it, 
had kept one of America’s richest countries in 
darkness. They had failed to introduce modern 
methods and had held large areas idle. 

In a country of rich soil, they had refused to 
grow foodstuffs, thus making the price of im- 
ported tice, wheat and corn Intredihly high. And 
22 large landowners held a total of 1,302,000 
acres—50 per cent more than 260,000 individuals 
owning an average of 3.1 acres each, one fourth 
of which was share-ropped. The United Fruit 
Co. alone owned more land than did half the 
nation’s small landholders combined. 

A people so exploited were ripe for the Com- 
munist appeal. Their poverty, their ignorance, 
their sickness mock the Good Neighbor policy. 
Pushing Arbenz out is one thing. Cleaning up 
after him is something else altogether. 
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Fire Hazard in St. Louis County 

The water supply in some sections of St. Louis 
county in the last few days has been insufficient 
to extinguish a major fire. This extremely disturb- 
ing report comes from John J. O’Toole, chairman 
of the County Chamber of Commerce fire protec- 
tion committee. If it is accurate, then Supervisor 
Matthews and the County Council had better 
inject themselves into the situation and quickly. 
St. Louis County Water Co., a privately-owned 
utility, may require action by the county govern- 
ment to help keep down consumption. In any 
event, the public interest requires that the peo- 
ple’s representatives take some responsibility, 
both for the shortage itself and for measures em- 
ployed to deal with it. 
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The Safely-Packaged Motorist 


A recommendation that automobiles be 
equipped with safety belts and shoulder straps, 
to reduce injuries in accidents, is impressive, for 
it comes from the American Medical Association. 
Long-engrained habits make motorists shy away 
from wearing safety belts in cars, when they do 
not hesitate to do so in airplanes. 

At the Cornell University Medical School, re- 
search is being carried on into means of design- 
ing autemobiles to protect the occupants better 
in event of crashes. Says the research director, 
J. O. Moore: “It is now much safer to dive an 
airplane head-on into the ground at 65 miles 
an hour than to run into a stone wall at 25 miles 
per hour in an automobile.” 

Some flyers are convinced that safety belts are 
as appropriate to automobiles as to airplanes. 
Harold A. Keats, of Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., past 
‘national commander of the Amvets and a pilot 
who has seen service in Korea, is one such. 

From the Cornell studies it would appear that 
the habits of.motorcar designers, as well as the 
habits of motorists, will have to undergo some 
changes before the danger inside an automobile 
can be minimized as much as is physically pos- 
sible when worse comes to worst.

In the wake of the Army-McCarthy hearings, 
37 Senators of both parties have sponsored a 
resolution to bar commercial sponsorship of 
telecasts of future hearings. In introducing this 
measure, Senator Bennett of Utah blamed TV 
for prolonging the hearings. He said the partici- 
pants wasted time playing up to the TV audience. 
This objection makes it seem that the resolu- 
tion is directed at any telecasts of Senate hear- 
ings, not just at their commercial sponsorship. 
Certainly the results would rub TV out of Senate 
chambers. Television ean hardly afford to cover 
such prolonged hearings as the one just ended 
ort from advertising sponsors. 
the Senate is not proud of the

itself should take the blame and not try to 
shove it off on television.

Churchill Meets the Press 

Winston Churchill has appeared before par- 
liaments and congresses and ‘international 4s- 
semblies times without number. He has met 
groups of statesmen and with political and civic 
and business leaders on uncounted occasions. 

These appearances have been personal tri- 
umphs for the most part and so one more may 
seem little enough to note. Yet his press con- 
ference luncheon in Washington is one in: which 
the British Prime Minister may take a special 
satisfaction as he leaves the United States for 
Canada after his talks with Mr. Eisenhower. 

Sir Winston was presented as a man of many 
talents in the extracts from “Churchill by His 
Contemporaries,” which were printed on this 
page Sunday. Those talents were on display in 
his 9 session with those 
fourth-estate representatives of the American 
people, the Washington press corps... 

The statesman, the humorist, the political 
leader, the guest, even the artist—this time the 
artist in public relations—appeared by turns in 
his quick, bright, laughter-provoking replies. 

But the occasion was much more than a good 
fellowship meeting of one of the world’s great 
men with this country’s top reporters. It was 
serious business, too. 

What about the possibility of a peaceful co- 
existence of non-Communist nations and Soviet 
Russia and Red China?, someone asked. His an- 
swer was thoughtful and, so there 1s every rea- 
son to believe; sincere. “We ought to have a 
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try, a real good try for it,“ he said, even though 


recognizing that “it doesn’t solve all the prob- 
lems.” And then he told how important it was 
to find out the real mood of the Russian people, 
and the “very rough time” they have had.

I am in favor of trying to find out where 
we are, while at the same time, exercising 
the strongest vigilance, and making it clear, 
as we are doing even here now in this build- 
ing, the unbreakable unity of the English- 
speaking world of Britain and the United 
States in all these affairs. 


Gracefully Sir Winston closed the conference 
with a suggestion that the pleasant duty df of- 
ficially visiting the United States would soon 
rest on someone else. That was when he asked 
that to his ovation there be added a cheer for 
Anthony Eden. The cheer was readily forth- 
coming and the man of many talents showed 
himself the perfect guest.

The American Medical Association did well at 
its San Francisco convention, we believe, to 
postpone for a year any critical decision against 
so-called panel practice. Under this system, the 
patient goes to a group of doctors practicing as 
a unit.

Thus the American tax- 
payer in the Chief Joseph instance would have 
saved the $204,286 difference in the bids, plus 
$220,000 duty the English firm included in its 
price for payment of duty, according to Joseph 
Harsch in the Christian Science Monitor. In the 
Dalles instance the savings, including duty, 
would have been $103,545. 

Even worse than the loss of money is the loss 
in good relations and mutual understanding be- 
tween America and Britain which will result 
from this blundering action. For just a year ago 
the British press buzzed angrily and the House 
of Commons echoed with criticism of Secretary 
Wilson for a similar case in which English Elec- 
tric lost to an American firm on low bid for 10 
transformers for Chief Joseph dam. 

Since then the Randall Commission, reporting 
to President Eisenhower on its study of foreign- 
trade policy, has recommended that a foreign 
bidder be put on the same basis as a domestic 
bidder instead of on a handicapping basis of 
price plus import duty. Yet this report was 
pigeonholed, thus making the latest Chief Joseph 
bid rejection even worse than in the first instance.

That explains the suddenly-

Put in Cold Storage. 


This is a mild alternative to 
more direct and drastic action 
such as the resolution by Sena- 
tor Flanders (Rep.), Vermont, to 
strip the Wisconsin Senator of 
his chairmanships, including 
that of his own investigating 
committee. 

That resolution, you remem- 
ber, was shunted into the Rules 
and Administration Committee 
for cold storage by the Republi- 
can leadership with the acquies- 
cence of the Democratic leader- 
ship. 

It was the 73-year-old Ver- 
monter’s resolution that perhaps 
was most responsible for the 
party leadership's action in 
maneuvering forward, instead, 
the matter of revising investi- 
gative procedures. 

HK may be recalled that Sena- 
tor Knowland (Calif.), Republi- 
can leader, indicated a few 
weeks back that it was not his 
aim to press such committee re- 
forms at this session, but to de- 
fer that issue until the next 
Congress. 


Maine Makes It Clear. 


Now, however, this offers a 
convenient “out” for the party 
leadership which it hopes will 
be sufficient on the McCarthy 
issue. Whether the leaders ex- 
pect to go beyond the point of 
public hearings to actual revi- 
sion of the rules at this session 
remains to be seen. Public re- 
action may determine that. 

Public reaction to the tele- 
vised McCarthy-Army hearings 
is obviously making itself felt 
here already. That spectacle re- 
flected somewhat — arid disad- 
vantageously—on the Senate, it- 
self.

Democrats Ready to Aid. 


The Vermont Senator still is 
determined to try to get his 
resolution out of the grip of the 
Rules Comimttee and to the 
floor for action. In this he has 
the support of a number of 
Democrats Who do not agree 
with the position of their lead- 
ers that the Flanders-McCarthy 
set-to is strictly a Republican 
party affair, and that discipline 
of a member of the Senate is a 
matter for his own party. 

Democrats who want to join“ 
Senator Flanders argue that his 
resolution is not a party mat- 
ter, but a matter for the whole 
Senate. The Senate, they con- 
tend, is obligated to discipline 
itself as an institution if it 
wants to retain the respect of 
the people. 

They claim furthermore that 
once the issue is raised before 
the Senate, Democratic leaders 
now taking a hands-off attitude 
would be forced to stand with 
them on a showdown vote. 

There is a possibility of fire- 
works over the Flanders resolu- 
tion before this session ends, 
much as party leaders on both 


sides want to avoid that. 


NUMBER OF MARRIED 
WOMEN JOBS RSES 


Mrs. Margaret C. Banning 
Makes Report to Federation 
of Business Women. 


The number of married 
women workers increased by 
nearly 40 per cent in the period 
from 1947 through 1952, and 


women jobholders who are mar- 
ried now outnumber those who 
are single, the National Federa- 
tion of Business and Profession- 
al Women’s Clubs was told today. 
Mrs. Margaret C. Banning of 
Duluth, Minn., chairman of the 
organization’s Review and De- 
velopment Committee, reported 
to the twelfth. biennial conven- 
tion at Kiel Auditorium that the 
number of single women work- 
ers has not changed materially 
since World War II. 


In contrast, she said, the num- 
ber of married women in the 
nation’s labor force has soared 
from 7,500,000 in 1947 to 10,400,- 
000 in 1952. 

Change in Program. 

“Whereas 20 or even 10 years 
ago the organized groups of 
business women were planning 
programs for members who were 
in the main unmarried, widowed 
or divorced,” she said, “today 
the problem is to devise pro- 
grams which will fit into the 
schedules of women who have 
both jobs and homes, and per- 
haps small children. 

“This must be done without 
neglecting business women who 
have no close home ties of re- 
sponsibilities.” 

Mrs. Banning, a writer, and 
her committee recommended

PEGLER IS $175 


Jury’s Verdict for Quentin 
Reynolds Based on De- 
famatory Column. 


NEW YORK, June 29 (AP)— 
Author Quentin Reynolds has 
been awarded $175,000 in a libel 
action against newspaper colum- 
nist Westbrook Pegler. 

The award against Pegler, the 
Hearst Corp. and Hearst Con- 
solidated Publi¢ations, Inc., is 
one of the largest, if not the 
largest libel award ever made 
in a United States court. 

But the jury awarded Reyn- 
olds only one single dollar to 
compensate him for loss of earn- 
ings, damage to his reputation 
and mental anguish suffered 
over the last four years from a 
defamatory Pegler column on 
which the $500,000 suit was 


“I’m happy about the award, 
but I can’t figure out how they 
arrived at that dollar,” Reynolds 
said after the jury announced 
its verdict shortly before 1 a.m. 
Reynolds in the course of the 
seven-week case had contended 
he lost a fortune in the maga- 
zine and entertainment fields | 
because of the Pegler column.

I WAS IN PARIS just 
after the Germans left, 
and before tourists were 
allowed to enter.

There 
was no sugar, no butter, 
no milk, no chocolate 
none at all, and scarcely 
any meat even in the fin- 
est hotels. 

Old people were dying 
like flies. Bables were 
bern dead. Little children 

4 had no teeth. Adolescents 
were wasting way with tuberculosis. Malnutrition, and in

some cases, actual starvation, had undermined Paris for 


five years. It wasn't only the poor who suffered. Rich people 
couldn't buy adequate food for their children—it simply 
was not obtainable. 

And yet this Frenchwoman, later Madame de Castries, 
was able, during the war years, to maintain three horses. 
It raises questions. By what arrangement and through 


what markets, could she obtain grain and fodder? (Grain! 


I could weep. There was no grain in that black bread.) 
And why weren't her horses requisitioned and shipped to 
Germany as were the other horses and cattle? 

Furthermore, the Parisians were not permitted to 
leave their houses except under severe restrictions. I was 
amused—there was so little that was amusing—by the fact 
that this was the only hardship they complained about.- 
Torture, bombings, privation, were not topics of conversa- 
tion.

Dr. Gumpert does not agree 

that a man should be retired at 
the age of 65. He pointed out 
famous men who are up in their 
seventies and eighties who still 
are doing useful and important 
work for the good of humanity. 

He said there is no formula 

for growing old and living to a

— 86, who only recently 
laid down his baton; Albert Ein-

“Men of this type are ploneers 
in successful aging,” said Dr. 
Gumpert. “They didn’t fold up 
at 65. Their lives are unfinished 
symphonies. They have kept up 
their continuous creative. activi- 
ww 

Dr. Gumpert, who is 56, said 
a man who is able to live to be 
65 can figure on living on to 80 
or longer because the aged are 
“skillful and accomplished sur- 
vivors.” 

“I don’t agree that a man 
should be retired at the arbi- 
trary age of 65,” he asserted. 
“Unfortunately for industry, the 
age of 65 has been set as the 
time for compulsory retirement 
and the beginning of old age 
benefits. 

“But many progressive indus- 
tries already are changing this 
arbitrary milestone to a higher 
retiring age. 

“I fully agree with this be- 
cause medical science knows that 
the biological age and the chron- 
ological age do not parallel or 
coincide at all. A person can be 
chronologically 65 and biologi- 
cally much younger, and vice 
versa.” 

Elderly people, Dr. Gumpert 
said, should, however, realize 


reach 65 to “form a hew . 
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their physical limitations and 
pace themselves as they reach 
an advanced age. Living to a 
ripe old age, he added, requires 
“patience and purpose.” 

Other factors making for lon- 
gevity are: 

“Rest when required and work 
when wanted; manifold and re- 
lentless aims; growth and use of 
all the faculties and skills with 
which We are endowed; a bal- 
ance of egotism and sacrifice; a 
sense of humor and awareness 
of tragedy; liking ourselves and 
loving others; being liked and 
loved by others; isolation and 
participation by turn; avoidance 
of suspicion, fear and hate; iden- 
tification with everything that 
is alive; undying curiosity.”

R. GUMPERT, who for years 
has made group studies of 
elderly people, is now writing 
a book to be entitled “Breaking 
the Age Barrier.”

“In the United States today 
we have 13,500,000 persons over 
65 years of age.

This constitutes a prob- 
lem that calls for serious at- 
tention.” 

Discussing the useful lives of 
the famous men he had men- 
tioned, Dr. Gumpert said all of 
them have a faculty for “partici- 
pating in life.”

“If Churchill has done certain 
things his whole life, he can 
continue doing them in a mod- 
erate way in his old age,” Dr. 
Gumpert said. 

“That would apply to exer- 
cise as well as smoking and 
drinking. Churchill 80 
many diversified interests he 
doesn’t suffer from one of the 
worst diseases of many elderly 
people—boredom.” 

The doctor noted that on the 
other hand Einstein leads “a 
relatively sedative life” in con- 
trast to Churchill. Living in the 
quiet environs of Princeton Uni- 
versity, the mathematical wizard 
keeps on working with his head 
and pencil, however. 

He called attention to the 
fact that Adenauer not only 
works indefatiguably as a states- 
man. but finds time to take a 
special interest in art. He de- 
scribed Adenauer as a man who 
has a “goal to achieve —the re- 
surgence of Germany—before he 
dies. He said there have been 
many examples in history where 
old people have started large 
projects at an advanced age. 

Dr. Gumpert took the position 
that all men of advanced age— 
be he a physician, writer, musi- 
cian, business or professional 
man—are entitled to lead what 
he calls “a double life.” 

“We should have two jobs at 
eur disposal, so that one can be 
taken over after the other job 
has become difficult, or impos- 
sible to do,” he said. 

“Many big business executives 
are often at a complete loss as 
to what to do when the time 


comes for them to retire at 


around 65 because they had 
never thought of anything but 
their business. This is unfor- 
tunate. 

“On the other hand, wiser 
people as they grow old find 
great expectation after retire- 
ment because they can start 
doing the things they like to do. 
A new life opens to them. 

“Let us not forget that many 
elderly people are useful and 
accomplished survivors.”

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


HEY say that a good paint 
Job on the outside of a 
house should last from four 
to five years and it’s a good 
thing it does because no matter 
how it’s sliced, painting a house 
is either a lot of work or re- 
quires a lot of money. 

Now nothing can ruin the ap- 
pearance. of a fresh looking 
paint job faster than a lot of 
streaks and the 

ry cause of these head- 
ac are gutters. And that goes 
or all gutters that aren't prop- 
erly cared for and cleaned. 

It: doesn’t make much differ- 
ence what the gutter is made 
of. It can be wood, galvanized 
iron, copper or aluminum. The 
fact remains that if the gutter 
becomes filled with dirt and 
debris, if it is not properiy sup- 
ported so that it sags, water will 
collect at the low spot, flow over 
the sides of the gutter and leave 
nice wide dirt streaks on the 
fresh paint. If the gutter is 
rusty, you will end up with rust 
spots and if the joints are not 
tight you'll get leaks here that 
will stain the outside walls. 

It’s not a difficult matter to 
get gutters in good order if they 
are sound to begin with. Check 
them first with a level to be 
sure that there are no low spots 
and see that each gutter is 
pitched toward the opening that 
connects to the leader on down- 
spout. If there is a sag or low 
spot, hoist the gutter back into 
place and install a bracket or 
hanger to give it some support. 

Give the gutters a good clean- 

ing out while you are at it, Even 
the best gutter can become 
flooded during a heavy rain 
storm and if the interior is dirty 
you will get stains. Make sure 
that each joint is tight. 
* Galvanized gutters will start 
to rust in time if not kept 
painted.. For the inside, swab 
down .with roofing compound. 
This will keep out the rust. 
Copper gutters should be either 
painted or coated with varnish. 
This will prevent the rain wash- 
ing copper stains down on the 
sidewalls.

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Comic's Life No Joke to Lew Parker 


Making People Laugh, With TV Gobbling Up Material, Is a Serious Business — At Muny Opera 


By Mary Kimbrough 


AKE it from Lew Parker, 
T who has graduated from the 

two-a-day into television, 
this business of earning a liv- 
ing by making people laugh is 
no joke these days. Back in 
the late lamented era of vaude- 
ville, a good snappy routine plus 
a copy of Joe Miller’s joke book 
would keep a man going for 
five years. Today, with 20,000,- 
000 self-appointed critics in the 


unseen audience, the “insatiable 


monster” known as television 
‘can gobble up that much in five 
minutes and keep calling for 
more. It’s enough to give a man 
ulcers. 

Lew hasn't yet fallen victim 
to that—he terms it the “comics” 
occupational hazard“ —but like 
practically. every other guy in 
the business, he’s a worrier. 
They all are, he says. They 
worry about their careers, how 
long they can keep on making 
people laugh and where their 
next joke is coming from. 

If it’s like nearly every other 
joke in the world, says Lew, it'll 
probably come from one of the 
seven basic funny situations. 
That's about all a comic has to 
fall back on, that, plus what- 
ever new twist he and his writ- 
ers can dream up to keep up 
with the times. But, as Lew 
says, “no joke is old if you 
haven't heard it before.” 

The Brooklyn-born Parker, 
who inherited the heart of a 
hoofer as well as his name, is 
back in St. Louis this week as 
“Huck Haines” in “Roberta” at 
the Municipal Opera. Later, 
he'll return to play the role of 
“Woozy” in “Panama Hattie.” 

Lew is an alumnus not only 
of the Muny but of the Ameri- 
can, where he appeared in 
such hits as “Hellzapoppin'” 
and “Inside U.S.A.,” and of the 


old Garden Theater on Olive 


Street road. He came here as 
a teen-ager to stage, direct and 
dance in “Spring Is Here,” at 
the Garden Theater in 1929, and 
eight years later made his Muny 
Opera debut in a series of char- 
acter roles. 

Charlie Ruggles was the star 
of “Spring Is Here,” and al- 
though he didn't know it at the 
time, the show’s teen-age direc- 
tor was watching him closely 
from the wings, picking up what 
hints he could and storing them 
away for the day when he would 
be an established comic. 

“That’s how I learned, just 
by watching some of the great 
comedians,” Parker said. “I 
guess I sort of drifted into this 
branch of show business because 
I didn't want to specialize in 
singing and dancing. 

“Of course, back in the old 
days, you could get your train- 
ing in vaudeville and burlesque 
and by studying the perform- 
ances of the great stars in the 
era of the two-a-day. But with 
television, it’s a lot tougher. 
Comedy is a serious business 
these days. You have to start at 
the top, and if you're ne good, 
you don’t stay there.” 

Lew saw his first comedians 
on the stage of the old Bush- 
wick Theater in Brooklyn with 
his dad, who had left his heart 
in vaudeville when he went 
into the business world at the 
time of his marriage to Lew's 
mother. 

“That was when I was only 
about 6 or 7 years old,” the 
junior Lew Parker recalled.

“Dad and I would go and see 
all the old-timers such as Victor 
Moore, and Willie and Eugene 
Howard. That was in the time 
when we called busses ‘stages’ 
and I remember when I told 
Dad I wanted to be in the thea- 
ter he said the only stage I 
would ever be on would be the 


Fifth avenue. 


“But he was glad, I know, that 

I decided to go into show busi- 

ness. My only regret was that he 

didn't live to see it. He died the 

year before I got my first job.” 
*

HEN he was 16, Parker an- 
swered an ad for dancers in 
a Bobby Clark show. He 
had never taken a lesson, but he 
got the job anyway and reported 
for rehearsals. g 

“I had a narrow escape 
though,” he laughed. “My ca- 
reer almost ended before it be- 
gan. I was fired on opening 
night.” 

That was at the “out-of-town” 
try-outs in Brooklyn and Lew 
and four other fellows in the 
chorus couldn’t find the pants 
to their costumes in time to get 
on stage for the second number. 
Lew happened to be the first 
one of the culprits the director 
found and he took it all out on 
him. He gave him his two-weeks’ 
notice. 

“My mother was sitting out 
front and I knew she would be 
heartbroken,” he said. “I had 
the old idea that the show must 
go on and keep smiling what- 
ever happens, so I did my best 
to be happy about the whole 
thing and before the two weeks 
were up the director relented 
and let me stay on.” 

Then came other shows and 
bigger roles. “Heads Up,” on 
Broadway, “Girl Crazy” in th 
movies with Willie Howard an 
Ginger Rogers, George White's 
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EARD IT. IF HE HASN'T, HELL PROBABLY STEAL IT.” 


“Scandals,” Red Hot and Blue“ 
with Ethel Merman and Jimmy 
Durante. Then to show he could 
act straight roles, “The Front 
Page” and “Room Service.” 

He was appearing in St. Louis 
in “Hellzapoppin” with Jackie 
Gleason when the call came from 
U.S.0. to head an overseas 
troupe. He went for eight weeks 
and stayed 18 months. Then 
came a radio and television se- 
ries, “The Bickersons,” with 
France Langford, an 18-month 
tour of England, including Lon- 
don's famed Palladium, and back 
to the States to appear with Bea 
Lillie in “Inside U.S.A.” 


“I thought that would be 
great,” he said. “I was getting 
pretty homesick over in England 
and somehow it seemed signifi- 
cant to be coming back in ‘In- 
side U.S.A.’ By golly, the first 
stop turned out to be Toronto. I 
thought I would never get back 
home.” 

To talk to Parker for an hour 
or s0, you'd never guess he made 
his living in anything but the 
serious side of the theater. No 
wise cracks, no flip remarks, 
no puns. It’s a solemn business 
as far as he’s concerned. 

When he's out with friends, 
he'll tell a joke “if I've just 


„ heard a good one,” but not when 


there's another comic in the 
crowd. 

“In the first place, he’s prob- 
ably heard it. If he hasn't he'll 
probably steal it.” 

One of Parker’s favorites is 
from a sequence in “The Bicker- 
sons,” where the wife says, 
“You're always thinking of your- 
self. Last week, you took out an 
insurance policy on your life for 
$10,000.” The husband says, “Are 
you crazy, Blanche? If I die you 


get the money.”

South, below, needed virtually 

double-dummy technique to 
bring home his slam contract, but 
almost any Inne of play was bet- 
ter than the first-trick finesse 
he actually took.

If West had opened anything 
except a club, South would have 
had a comparatively 5 prob- 
lem, but on the actual lead of 
the club jack, South went 
wrong. Feeling that a club 
trick would have to be lost in 
any case, unless West had the 
king, declarer finessed — and 
that, in effect, was the end of 
the play. South’s diamond loser 
now spelled defeat. 


It was unlikely, to put it 
mildly, that West had led the 
club jack from a K-J holding— 
such a lead against a slam is 
certainly extraordinary — and 
so South's first-trick finesse was 
not shrewd. The contract could 
have been made in two different 
ways. One was to duck in 
dummy and, if West led another 
club, to put up the ace. Then, 
after drawing trumps, ruffing a 
heart and running the rest of 
— 8 South would squeeze 

ast. 


Eventually South would have 
only three diamonds while dum- 
my kept the A-9 of diamonds 
and the club queen. East would 
have to hold the club king and 
so would be forced to abandon 
his diamond stopper. 


The other method of play 
would be equally effective. 
South could put up the club ace 
at the first trick, eliminate the 
hearts, as before, and run every 
trump. Again, East would have 
to keep the. Q-J-7 of diamonds, 
and so would have to blank the 
club king. Dummy would hold 
three diamonds and the club 
queen. Now South could sim- 
ply lead a club, throwing East 
in, and when East returned a 
diamond, South could win three 
tricks in that suit by guessing 
the diamond break.
